greatest strike;, in the history of St. 
Louis was inaugurated to-day when, in 
pursuance of actiojx taken at a mass 
meeting fit 1:30 this morning, 3,325 out 
of 3,600 employees of the St. Louis Tran- 
sit company went on a^ strike to compel 
the acceptance of their demands formu- 
lated several days ago.

of'Sixth and-Main streets, including all 
the Jittle one-story wooden buildings, the 
old ramshackle, rickety courthouse,- and 
the little red brick register's office, not a 
structure remains save Stone's drug store 
to remind one of the 5Vs—and what a 
change it is! 


I remember the police force o( those 


days. 
It consisted of a giant named 


Rapps, Who was chief of police, desk ser- 
geant, roundsman, north -side ipatrol, 
west side patrol, south side patrol, all in 
one, yet he was » terror to evil-doers, 
and his fierce looks and ogreish ways 
struck terror, to the'heart of innocent 
youth as veil. 
The town put on no 


metropolitan airs; there were BO tramps 
to contend with; one small jail could 
hold all the malefactors without crowd 
ing-,- and the sessions of the city council 
ended in ample time for the city fathers 
to be in bed (at home, too) by 9 o'clock. 


Racine was almost arcadian in its sim- 


plicity, and Main street would have yield- 
ed quite a grass crop if 'the hundreds of 
loaded wagons from the country had not 
kept it worn down. Mud was hardly 
ever more than three feet deep in Main 
street, though some ruts .were said to 
have measured five, and -there 
legend current among the scoffers of that 
day of the total disappearance of a horse 
and its rider in one of the quagmires, and 
the legend runs that neither of them ever 
emerged. And yet people used to think 
even then that Racine wai i pretty live- 
ly town.

QUALITT OF TEA GUARANTEED. 
X.w LAW ID Force limy lit Which Pre- 


vent! Importation ft Imp«r« T«u. 
Few of the millions of tea drinkers in 


the United States know that the quality 
of the tea they use is guaranteed by their 
Uncle Sam. On May 1 went into effect 
the regulations of the Treasury-depart- 
ment which were formulated under an not 
of congress approved on March ^2, 1897 
The object of this -,ct is to prevent the 
importation of impure and unwholesome 
teas. The standard is fixed by a board 
of seven members, all of whom must be 
tea experts. Once a year this board is 
appointed by the secrer,ary of the treas- 
ury, to whom the standards are submit- 
ted for approval. 


In comparing with standards examin- 


ers test all the teas on these points: For 
quality, for any foreign matter on the 
surface of the infusion, sometimes called 
-scum, and for quality of infusion'. Qual- 
ity' is ascertained by drawing according 
to the cutom of the tea trade with tho. 
weight of a half dime to the cup. The

The mustiness or damaged flavor 
exhibited in certain Canton teas import- 
ed for Chinese consumption is considered 
as sufficient cause far rejection- Amoy 
Oolongs are tested by the Foochow Oo- 
long standard. 


The dust and fanning in all Formosa,

stricted to 10 per cent, when sifted 
,through a fine sieve. In order that the 
needle leaf and Pekoe tips may not be 
confounded with dust, they, must be re- 
turned with the dust to the sieve for a 
second and third sifting until separated.

like nature, is "slim." This means cun- 
ning, sly, canny,* or smart in the rather 
unpleasant sense of the term as implying 
a desire a get the better of somebody 
else. Gen. Joubert is called "Slim 1'iet," 
and many instances have occurred during 
the pa.ti few months demonstrating the 
fact that one of the. chief characteristics 
of the Boer nation is that of "sliraneSij." 
It is' 'a useful word, and conveys a sub- 
tlety of meaning which is not fully ex- 
pressed by any other single word in our 
tongue. • 


Again, to "trek," implying to travel, to 


shift one's quarters, to move, to travel 
across an expanse of country, is a very 
useful synonym for an operation of daily 
occurrence. 
The Boers always "trek" 


from one place to another, and with them 
it means a kind of caravan which, before 
the advent of railways in their country; 
was their only.means of progression. We 
shall henceforward say, "Where are'you 
trekking to this summer?" in place of 
"Where do you mean to spend the holi- 
days?" or "It ia a long trek horoe when 
the enow blocks the tram lines." It will 
bj found an extremely useful word, with 
a 'deal of local color clinging to it. 
, A' collection of wagons forming an ob- 
long enclosure, and 'containing the oxen 
used to draw the wagons, is called a 
"laager," and forms a sort of primitive 
fortification which ihe Boers use at night 
to protect themselves from the raids of 
enehiiei or wild animals. ''Laager" again 
will be heard very often after the war is 
over.

vation hereafter he probably could take 
no better position than to 4ecl"ie being 
chosen to.preside over the United States 
senate, for, in fact, that is .all: there is 
to the vice presidency unless misfortune 
should befall tho president. He does not 
purn the offered place, rather' respect- 
fully pushes the extended vice-pfesiden- 
tiuf dignity to one side, with an) air that 
tends to discourage iurther efforts. 


There is some reason in a man of -the 


national prominence of Gov. Roosevelt 
refusing what to most Americana would 
appear to be a mark, of the highest honor. 
1'hU reason is, of course, not concealed, 
for Mr. Roosevelt is too honest-for that, 
for he well understands tlxat his accept- 
ing the vice-presidency this year;, as an 
appendage to President McKinlcy would, 
beyond much question, create a deterrent 
obstacle to his name being considered 
very seriously for a higher office, the 
presidency in 1904. 


Gov. Roosevelt 1ms never been regard- 


ed as 11 politician of the machine stripc: 
but his conduct since he became gover- 
nor has demom-,;nted that while he is 
not of that parti.. ->ir brand so generally 
known under tluvt name and style, yet 
•he i.- an expert in politics to the degree 
that he is now able to give practical les- 
sons to some of the machinists who at 
first attempted to take him in hand. 


He, knows the people, and this' is the 


first lesson a successful politician must 
Icam if he is to be popular with the peo- 
ple. He is with -the. people, and this is 
another great point- 
If l-.e can manage 


the politicians successfully in the inter- 
venin" -time between now and 1904 he 
may enter the presidential canter with 
some, hopes of success. But he cannot 
hope to have it all his way for the great

TRUST Fl'VDS ASD THE TRUSTS. 
No court decision of latter times will 


be more prolific of liarm.to trusts than 
that made not long since forbidding the 
investment of trust funds by adminis- 
trators, executors and guardians in any 
trust or industrial corporation. This de- 
cision comes from the Appellate division 
of the Suprciuo court, which is in effect 
that combinations which are formed to 
control market prices are illegal and un- 
authorized. This decision docs not cover 
the definition exactly of what the gen- 
erality of people regard as a trust, 
though it does cover a large part of it. 
This is one trouble with many court de- 
cisions—too much is left to the imagina- 
tion of the reader. 


However the blow to trusts supposed 


io be dealt by this court will not perhaps 
be seriously felt. The case arose from 
a portion of the funds of an estate being 
invested by the trustee"'in the umbrella 
trust, which, after an existence of a cou- 
ple of years, went to pieces.

Pennsylvania was president of the Unit- 
ed States, John C. Breckenridge of Ken- 
tucky was vice-president, Lewis Casss of 
Michigan secretary of state, Howell COM 
of Georgia secretary of the treasury, 
John B.' Floyd of Virginia .secretary' of 
war, Isaap Toucey of Connecticut sccre 
tary of the navy, Jacob Thompson of 
Mississippi secretary of the interior, 
Aaron V. Brown of Tennessee postmaster 
general, and Jeremiah J). Black of Penn- 
sylvania attorney general. 


The above were the men who steered 


the ship of state from the years of 1857 
to 1861 inclusive, and it was when Alex- 
ander W. Randall was governor of Wis- 
consin and the city of Kacine was a 
small place with only a few thousand in- 
habitants compared with what this great 
manufacturing center of the West con- 
tains to-day. 


Thin was the situation forty-two years 


ago, and the following facts are put to- 
gether from the first directory evrr pub- 
lished of the city of Kacine. The old 
book which shows the signs of age was

handed into this office this morning by 
Of his predecessors- 


one of the oldest subscribers of The 
Journal, who hus taken this paper from 
the time it was only a weekly, which 
•was over forty-two ycurs ago. 


By turning over laaf after leaf of the 


130 pagea which it contains, the book re- 
calls to the memory of old settlers many 
pleasant recollections of the years that 
have slowly rolled by. 


Almost fifty years ago, when this book 


was' published, Racine, only a small 
Western place; but.beautifully located on 
the banks of Lake Michigan and at the 
mouth of the rippling waters of Root 
river, was what many called the Prido of 
the West. The residents of that time are 
now many of them numbered with those 
that have gone before, but there are a 
Jew left who to-day are among Racine's 
xooet honored citizens. 


Forty-two years ago what to-day is 


the J.'l. Case Threshing Machine com- 
pany, the largest manufacturing concern 
of its kind in the world, was then noth- 
ing but the firm of J. I. Case, manufac- 
turer of threshing machines. The ma- 
chine of 1858 of soen to-day would look 
more like a fee<3 cutter than a threshing 
machine. The difference of the two plain- 
ly demonstrates the revolution-in the 
mechanical world- 


In those days the branch that is no\v 


the Southwestern division of the Chi- 
cago, -Milwaukee :& St. Paul railway was 
•the Racine 4 Mississippi railroad. This 
road later was absorbed and became 
(known as the Western Union railroad 
•which in 1878 was foreclosed and became 
tho property of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul 
Railway 
company. 


The road extended from here to '.he Mis- 
sissippi'river. A cut of the rirst train 
that rolled over the tracks is given in 
>his old book, and looking at tae picture 
"to-day reminds one of the exhibit at the 
Chicago. World's fair of the first railroad 
train that was .ever built. The book in 
advertising the road says as follows: 
"Racine to the Mississippi river at Sa- 
vanna, passing thrpugh Racine, Wal- 
n-orth and Roclc counties in the state of 
Wisconsin and Winnebago, Stevenson 
and Rock counties through Illinois, con 
nscting at Racine with the Lake Shore 
railway for Milwaukee and Chicago: at 
Clinton, la., with the Chicago, St. Paul 
t Fond du Lac Railway." 


Another advertisement is as follows: 


"Great route from Chicago nnd Milwau- 
kee to La Crosse 'and St. Paul by way of 
Chicago and Milwaukee and La' Crosse 
and Milwaukee railroads and Wisconsin 
Stage company's Mail and Express line:

Gamblers insist that the law of math- 
ematical probabilities may be applied to 
all incidents' of life in'vwhich risk or acci- 
dent is a factor. A conspicuous example 
of the principle is found in life insurance, 
where, through study of vital statistics, 
involving hundreds.of, thousands of lives, 
a system of wagers on! longevity is made- 
a'certain and profitable-business. When 
it comes, however, to its application to 
games 'of hazard, no man has aa yet been 
able to-estimate the matured'chance in 
any'play "in which successive turns of a 
card or casts of a die -above a certain 
limit is required. 


Buffon, the 'naturalist and mathema- 


tician", attempted 'il by- throwing 'a per- 
fectly balanced coin as evenly as.he was 
able; He made several thousand casts in 
.the endeavor to throw teads ten times in 
succession. He'threw Jicads nine times 
successively, but .'never ten. He then re- 
pealed 'the' "experiment with the same- 
number of. casts as on the first occasion, 
when he not. only threw ten heads sev- 
eral times ip succession, but also eleven. 


This.'"bunciiing" is-'the despair of cal- 


culators of mathematical probabilities in 
game's of hazard. It makes it impossible 
to formulate,.any" trustworthy rule of 
computation of matured chances'open to 
sure and practical application. It may 
be this or'superstition.lhat leads almost 
all writers on the subject to discriminate 
in gambling" transactions between indi- 
vidual" tuck of vein-.and the matured 
chances of "the game.

• OXE THEORY OF LUCK. 


" In a series of 'afticles-^cntitled ''Lotter- 
ies, Luck, .Chance and 'Gambling Sys- 
tems," now in course of publication in the 
Pall' Mall Magazine, in.the issue for Jan- 
uary', 1DOO, the author states a- case -to 
illustrate his theoryi-of' luck. "'He pre- 
sumes that on June-10, 1877, the popula- 
tion pf;the United Kiitigdo'm amounts to 
33,554,432 persons, aSd- that -if is pre- 
served intact into tfie year 1901. That is, 
there sHall be no*' b.lrlhs' or -deaths, or

scribed by the maturity of the. chance." 
Casanova, at Aix de Savoy, in a game of 
faro, in which lie held the bank against 
Charles James Fox, England's most noted 
amateuv gamester, and two friends, won 
a great sum through his loyalty to this 
maxint. 
. Fox and his friends, after a continued 
series of wins, placed all of their win- 
nings, their original capital, and a large 
letter of credit on the ace. Casanova, 
although it meant ruin to him had he 
lost, accepted the play because previous 
i-uas ot the cards made him believe that 
the chance was about to mature in his 
favor. Turn after turn of the cards fol- 
lowed until only twelve remained in the 
pick^ and yet no ace. Two more deals 
ensued and eight cards were left. . The 
four aces were among these. One more 
turn and Casanova had won. 
MATUJUTY CHANCE IN GAMBLING. 


This game is not conclusive of the in- 


fallibility of the maturity of the chance, 
but when taken in conjunction with' nu- 
merous ' others 'where'Casanova. won .very 
large sums, throughout a long and ^suc- 
cessful gambling career, it is to be jirer

33,554,432 persona participate in a lot- 
tery, each tojhave one share. The' condi- 
tions are'that the prizes are to'number 
one-half of the persons'who enter the lot- 
tery and that the losers are to .retire 
after that drawing, and the winners', 16,- 
777,216, are to take a chance in the lot- 
tery for'1878, the losers to retire as in 
the" first instance, leaving 8,388,008 win- 
ners to enter for the lottery of 1879. 


The result-of this third event is that 


4,104,304 persons join; the ranks of the 
losers in the year 187J-7S, and 4,194,304 
persons, all of whom have already had 
three consecutive wins, are eligible for 
the lottery of 1880. .In 1884, when the 
eighth event is decided,.only 131,07-2 per- 
sons arc left to participate in future lot- 
teries, and in 1887 there remain only 
2.048 winners out of tlie original number 
that had tickets in the -first drawing. In 
1897 there remained only sixteen winners, 
while in 1901 there will be left only one 
person;-Who shall hive had unbroken 
luck for twenty-five consecutive years- 


.In so far as the result of the various 
drawings of this lottery is concerned, it 
is a mathematical certainty that but one 
person.bf the original.33,554,432 shall se- 
cure the- sole prize at the twenty-fifth 
consecutive drawing. -Therefore the au- 
thor designates him as the penultimately 
lucky one out of the original number 
that entered the competition. 
A PROPOSITION THAT WAS OMIT- 


TED. ' 


A greater example of luck applied in 


this case would have 'been for one man 
to select the final winner on a wager out 
of the 33,554,432 persons who had taken 
tickets in the lottery on" the 30th of June, 
1877. 
Still more interesting would it 


have been had the aui&or of the article 
named the 'odds that should have been 
allowed on . such a' wager. 
This is a 


mathematical computation that ia open 
for solution to the sharp "bookies" who 
are ready to bet or lay cuds on any event 
of which.man .under present condition! 
hasknowledge. 


The subjoined example will be still 


more comforting to those who have im- 
plicit belief in luck; neither will it dis- 
courage the few philosophical believers 
in tlic theory' of the maturity of the 
chance, for they will contend that it is 
merely a remarkable instance of the 
chance of the individual being coincident 
with a possible, if extraordinary, accum- 
ulation of matured chances' of the event, 


When Baden , Baden ' was the great 


gambling center'o'f Europe a'young Sax- 
on nobleman made his appearance there 
and commenced his' career at the tables 
by staking very small sums^but by the 
most extraordinary luck'—this-word is 
used without prejudice to the theory of 
tlie maturity of chance^—he was able to 
increase his capital to such an extent 
that he rarely staked under the maxi; 
mum, 
and almost always won. His sue*

tangible' than on mcre^uck. .'G-arcia fol- 
lowed a similar method1 with.. such sue;

from 10 to 25 per cent, in value. 


Life insurance offers the most extended 


and practical application of the ethics of 
the maturity of chance. There the ten- 
dency of the maturity chances of death 
to "bunch" or to appear in larger propor- 
tion in so many thousands of lives and to 
decline in successive thousands is pro- 
vided for. 


For twenty years the ratio of deaths to 


the thousand may be largely in excess of 
the average, but 'in the succeeding forty 
years thev.ras-y be so much less than tno 
normal that the loss in the first instance 
is more than compensated for in the sec- 
ond. 
It is this accumulation of matured 


chances at , unexpected intervals that 
confounds the 'gambler and makes of any 
but a- phenomenal genius in games. of 
hazard a firm believer in wild and unrea- 
soning luck. 


In modern warfare the exact number of 


small arm cartridges that are expended 
in each engagement is known; therefore 
it is easy, to compute how .many oullets 
must Ire' fired to kill or .wound a single 
man. 
.If a commanding general .exposes 


.himself fearlessly, to', .the. .enemy's .fire 
'throughout a series of Actions; then after 
a certain number of bullets are fired in 
his direction his chance" of •'being "killed or 
wounded, comes. under the, designation of 
mathematical probability-
